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MARKETING AND LOAN COMMITTEE.- Proposed extensive resealing of 
wheat now under loan as a step in meeting effects of world wheat situation. 
Favored utilization of farn ee for the joo, Farriers snould be willing

hat has meant so much to ob wheat grower. Farm storage, it was pointed 
oul, was one of the needs cf a long-time cases loan progrem. Details 
for handling loans, with special attention to rescaling of 1939 and 1940 
wheat, was discussed. 

PROGRAM OPERATIONS.- Handbooks ready before the program yea 
begins; parity payments out carlier; the national conference to be held 
early in June instead of July are some of the recommendations this com- 
mittee will make.. Representing the administrator's office, W. A, Minor 
explained how rates of paymont were determined, Argumonts woxcd warm when 
some contenders insisted ia State committees have full authority to 
determine practices. Conclusions were that too grcat variations between 
States would complicate rather than alleviate the present situation, In 
2 sub-committee on procedure, 1941 parity and ACP forms were discussed, 


ECONOMICS AND INSURANCE.— 1942 yicld and rate procedure dis-— 
cussed as well as methods of correlating 1940 production to the 1942 
estimated yield. The group will divide into two sub-cormittces this 
efternoon, One will consider wheat allctment procedure, listing sheets, 
reports, and range statistics, Tne other will discuss crop insurance, 
especially loss adjustment procedurc, presentation of the program, and 
loans on indemnity wheat, 
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ADMINISTRATIVE AND FISCAL.— Divided into two groups. Ques- 
tions discussed by the group working on county preblems were : (1) 
paying of more than 3 county comruitteenen for one day. This discus- 
sion was closcd when it was found that GAO would suspen the account 
when more than three clains for cne day was submitted, (2) a short discus-— 
sion of filing systems was begun ond a committee of hana was appointed 
to inspect the Idaho system and report to the sub-comuittce at the nex 
session, (3) two moticns were nace: one to poy county association em- 
ployees per diem when out cf the county whenever prior approval cfr State 
Comm tece 16 6bteincu and the otner to make an effort to have the Wash- 
Syeton Sifice to relieve the county and State offices cf all material 
relating to past programs, 

The committee working on State office problems recommends 
(1) that the Washington office prepare a compilation of current ae 
information and of reimbursement vouchers, and (2) also, a compilation 
Of current information on tne preperation of purchase aoe
